bountiful Contributerzand had a particularLaw ena&- 
ed here, to caſe as many of the Iriſh Clergy, as could 
get Preferments here, of all Payments and Dues what- 
ever to the Crown : and in his Reign was that ruin'd 
Church of Ireland reſtor'd to greater Splendor and 
Proſperity, than it ever enjoy'd under any of his Roy- 

al Predeceſſors. This is a ſhort and ſummary accaunt 
of the great things he did for the Church of Ireland. 

And to give as ſhort an Anſwer to theſe inconfide> 
Table Services, which Flattery has rais'd to a prodi- 
gious ſize; it -ought to be confider'd, that moſt of 
_ thoſe People had been guilty of Treaſon and Rebel- 
lion againſt their Lawful Sovereign, and by taking 
Arms to preſerve themſelves and Familys from the 
Danger they imagin'd they were in of being plun- 
ders and murdered by the King's Iriſh Soldiess, had 
diveſted themſelves of his Royal Protection, and 
brought that Vengeance and thoſe Miſerys on them- 
ſelves, as the juſt reward of their Diſloyalty; they 
might have truſted the Word of a King, and been 
afſur'd of Happineſs at laſt, tho they neg the ut- 
moſt outrages from the Army : But like their Bre- 
thren here, they muſt attempt their own preſervati- 
on, and ſo fell into thoſe Extremitys. Yet ſtill K. 
Vs Deliverance of them ought not to be over- 
valu'd: they became Traytors, from the hopes they 
conceiv'd of his Aſſiſtance; and tis no ſuch extrava» 
gant Merit to deliver Men from the puniſhment of a 
Crime, which his Fame tempted them to commit. 

I ſhall conclude this Head of K. W—s Actions for 
the Church, by confeſſing with nis Friends; that he 
was a conſtant Frequenter of the Service of the 
Church; a Devout and frequent Communicant 3 
one who never ſcandaliz?d the Profeſhon of the

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' Goſpel, by a wicked and profligate Life; that he. 


always freely hazarded his own Perſon in the Field of 


Battel, which in any other King had been. eſteem'd 
areal Service aadFriend(hip for the Church, its 


Security under God depending intirely at ſeveral 
times on his particular Safety: and after ſo much 
done both in Peace and War, for the Eſtabliſhment 
of the Church, to ſhew his ſteddy Affection to it to 
the very laſt, he deſires, and has the aſſiſtance of its 
Biſhops in, his laſt Hours; receives the Sacrament 


from WE Hands, and with the moſt Firm, Sedate, 


Exemplary Piety, dies in the Communion of it. 

All this (tis true) looks as if a Man were in ear- 
neſt a Friend to the Church: But when you have 
thoroughly conſider'd K. Ws Character, what 
deep Deſigns and Fetches he always had in all his 
Actions; how little he diſcover'd of his inward or 
real Sentiments, even to, his. moſt familiar Friends; 
that Ambition or Intereſt was ever at the Bottom, 


whatever Face his outſide Politicks wore 3 and that 


by thus ſpeciouſly aſſuming Religion, he might even. 
(to the laſt) hope to ſecure an Intereſt in the Clergy : I. 
ſay, he that duly weighs all this, muſt. own; that the: 
Church is not indebted to him for, ſuch Hypocriſi ies 5 
ſince every True Churchman muſt confeſs, that in 
ite of al that has been urg'd, he was, no real Friend,

{lovenly. rude way of Worſhip : but they have the 
Confidence to deny this, and to challenge all their 
Enemys to ſhe- what they have ſaid, or written, or 
done for the Service of the Diſſenters, or to connte- 
nance their Schiſm. But this they own, that at a 
time when Popery is making its utmoſt efforts to 
extirpate the Common Name of Proteſtant, it. is 


at. leaſt unſeaſonahle to indreale, ſtir uf or widen 


that Diviſion, which, has already ſufficiently: weak- 
en'd the Common Cauſe; and having had the moſt 
bitter experience, how, in former Reigns the Politi- 


_ cians have play d one Party againſt the other, and 
made them mutual Tools to igratify the Humour, or 


ſerve the Intereſt of the prevailing Faction at Court; 
they think it abſurd to run into the ſame fatal Er- 


rors with their Eyes open, and therefore are for 
tolerating Diſſenters, ſince the Church is ſufficiently 


ſecur?d by ſo many wholeſom Laws ; and are not for 
new Experiments of effecting that by Force, which 
they have ſeen before was to no ꝓurpoſe; being al- 
ſur'd, that the Eſtabliſh'd Church bas gain d. great 
Numbers by the Toleration, and that it Joſt: ws by

perſteution (befides falling under the fout imputation 


of an Unchriſtian Spirit) than ever they are able to 


retrieve ; unleſs by perſiſting in that gentle peaceable 


Temper, which in K. / — s Reign procur'd them 


ſo much Love and Eſteem. 
And as to Compliances with the Diſſenters, they 
own themſelves ty'd and obligd by their Promiſes 


made in times of Adverſity; and are for coming to 


that temper with them, which the ſuffering Biſhops 


promis d in K. Fames's Tyranny,as tis call d; a Scheme 


of which is now remaining under the Hand of Arch- 
biſhop Saucroſt, and the reſt of them; and which they 


are ready to perfect, when the whole Gonvocation 


fhall approve of, and freely conſent to it. 


But for any Change, to the diſhonour, or detri- , 
ment of the 'Eſtabliſh*d Church, they all aflirm, they 
abhor the thoughts of it, and reſolve they ſay (with 
God's aſſiſtance) rather to ſuffer the greateſt hardſhips 
here, than either to endeavour, or to conſent to fo 
wicked a Project. And if for this temper they muſt 
bear the name of Low Churchmen, they are content 


to bear it, or any other Reflection, rather than be 
Tools for introducing Popery, or clearing the wa 


for a Popiſh Succeſſor. 'But they deſire the World 


to do impartial Juſtice, between them, and thoſe who 


are pleas d with the diſtinction of High Churchmen; 


that if their Moderation and Temper towards Diſſen- 
ters, muſt paſs for betraying the Church; the others 


continual careſſing, herding with, defending and 


courting of Nonjurors, Papiſts and Jacobites, may 
paſs for the Meaſure of their thoughts of ſuch Mens 
Principles; and how far they love the Proteſtant Re- 
gion eſtabliſh'd in the Church, or the Proteſtant Suc-
